mittees, concentrating on housewives of the lower classes. She and her 
collaborators began by rnhing social calls on various women, norsuading 
then to meet in their hones occas.ionally to discuss ways and -'cans for 
promoting ueace. These women have become the leaders of neighborhood 
committees, which in turn are being organised into oeace unions having 
various names* 

3, The tiito branch of the PCE has also succeeded in establishing a com- 
mittee in the federation of retired amy officers and is planning to 
do the sane in the university and various other cultural onl social 
institutions,, 

4, The Guayaau : 1 branch of the PCE is promoting c program somewhat si"~lar 
to that sponsored by Hartines. Ana Poreno an’’ Isabel Horror ia de Gaad, 
outstanding women Communists of that city, are the directors of the 
feminine effort in Guayaouil. They have approached women of the middle 
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class principally and appear to be achieving even greater success than 
their counterparts in r \dto* They have already established committees 
in most of the neighborhoods of the city and are beginning to work in 
the outlying rural regions* 

5„ Although the principal purpose of the committees is to denounce the 
warlike plans of the United States and. to counteract the effectiveness 
of U.S. propaganda in Latin America, the committees have automatically 
become involved in local labor problems and disputes* In the event of 
a leftist revolutionary uprising, many of the women have stated that 
they would go into the front line of battle with their children, a strat- 
egy which could be highly effective, since the police and army would be 
reluctant to shoot women with the same dispassion as male insurgents*
